THE Vale Council 
has at last revealed 
its plan for 
Cowbridge Cattle 
Market - and it is 
to sell off the land 
to fund residential 
property for the 
elderly. 

The plan was agreed 
yesterday (June 22) by 
the Vale Council cabinet, 
and it tolls the death 
knell for any future live¬ 
stock markets. 

Earlier this year, the 
weekly market was 
given a reprieve when 
Glamorgan Marts nego¬ 
tiated a last-minute deal 
with the council to trade 
as a livestock market for 
a 12-month period. 

However, now that 
the council has shown its 
hand, it seems that the 
driving force behind its 
plan is the need to pro¬ 
vide for the increasing 
elderly population in the 
Vale. 

Under the plan, the 
cattle market site will be 
sold, and either a pri¬ 
vately funded and man¬ 
aged Extra Care facility, 
or some other suitable 
older person’s develop¬ 
ment, will be built. 

The cash received 
from the land sale will 
go towards the cost of 
funding homes for older 
residents - elsewhere in 
the Vale. 

The report being con¬ 
sidered says that these 
homes could be an Extra 
Care complex, or some 
other type of older per¬ 


sons’ social care residen¬ 
tial development - or a 
combination of both. 

There are no plans to 
keep any public car 
parking on the cattle 
market site, but any 
company that buys it 
will be expected to 
upgrade and resurface 
three car parks along the 
town walls. (See dia¬ 
gram on page 3.) 

This would involve 
knocking down the 
existing cattle sheds on 
site B, thereby creating a 
number of new parking 
places. 

However, with the 
loss of the existing park¬ 
ing on the cattle market 
site, it looks as if there 
will be a net loss of 
parking spaces. 

An existing Public 
Right of Way runs along 
the edge of the cattle 
market site where it 
joins the playing fields. 
The right of way also 
passes a disused toilet 
block that will also be 
sold as part of site A. 

The council report 
says that the recent 
Rural Housing Market 
Assessment (RHMA), 
undertaken in 2010 by 
Fordham Research and 
commissioned by the 
housing department, 
supports the decision. 

The RHMA conclud¬ 
ed that the highest pro¬ 
portions of older per¬ 
son’s households are 
found in Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian, where 
more than 40 per cent of 
the population are “pen¬ 
sioner households”. 


A pensioner house¬ 
hold is defined by 
Fordham Research as 
one where the main 
owner, or renter, is a 
pensioner. 

The GEM received 
letters from older people 
in Cowbridge when the 
lower school site was 
marketed, saying that 
they would like to 
“downsize” and stay 
here, but that no suitable 
homes were available. 

They urged that any 
new development should 
include a proportion of 
suitable homes. 

The report claims that 
one regeneration benefit 
will be “delivering 
improved parking for 
Cowbridge town centre.” 

However, the Mayor 
of Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian, Coun 
Andy Banks, was uncon¬ 
vinced of this. 

He told The GEM: 
“Anything that involves 
reducing the total num¬ 
ber of car parking spaces 
will not be to the advan¬ 
tage of the town. 

“I agree that it is good 
that local people should 
be able to ‘downsize’ 
and continue to live 
here, but trade is the 
heartbeat of the town 
and it has to be a priori¬ 
ty-” 

Mike Meredith, who 
is a member of the 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, approved of the 
plans to knock down the 
cattle sheds and create a 
car park.

Councillors’ White 
Farm votes vital! 


I N reply to the 
manager of 
Persimmon 
Homes, Steve 
Williams, in last 
week’s GEM 
(Developer speaks 
out on White 
Farm’) I have been 
consistent in my 
opposition to devel¬ 
oping White Farm 
for over 20 years. 

During that time, we 
have had many battles, 
some we won some we 
lost. But I have always 
believed that any devel¬ 
opments should be 
directed to brown field 
sites such as Barry 
Docks, and not green 
field sites like White 
Farm. 

I have also always 
supported the majority 
of my residents who 
clearly want this green 
area to be kept as a 
‘green lung’ for the peo¬ 
ple of Barry. 

At tonight’s planning 
meeting (June 23) I will 
once again voice my 
concerns - such as the 


extra flood risk this 
development might pres¬ 
ent to local residents and 
local schools such as 
Gwaun y Nant and 
Oakfield; the increase in 
traffic which will only 
add to the morning 
chaos along Colcot; and 
also the high density of 
the housing on such a 
sensitive site. 

Finally, just because 
the developer has gained 
outline planning permis¬ 
sion, does NOT then 
mean that they automati¬ 
cally get reserved plan¬ 
ning permission. 

If democratically- 
elected councillors have 
serious planning con¬ 
cerns, then it is their 
duty to raise them and 
vote accordingly. 

If any residents of 
Barry share my concern 
about White Farm, 
please join me outside 
the Civic Offices in 
Holton Road tonight to 
lobby councillors as they

Two local women 
praise ‘inspiring’ 
servicemen on 
epic charity ride 


TWO local woman 
have raised more 
than £8,000 for 
Help for Heroes by 
completing an epic 
French cycle ride 
alongside men 
injured in wars 
abroad. 

Carrie Williams from 
the village of Sutton and 
Lucy Higgins from 
Llanblethian covered 
380 miles, enduring 
testing conditions over 
the six day ride. 

But Carrie, who 
works for the BBC in 
Llandaff, was keen to 
point out that the real 
heroes of the ride were 
their companions. 

“We were riding with 
people who were double 
amputees and were rid¬ 
ing on hand bikes which 
are rather like go-carts. 

“The riders were a 
mix of men and women, 
all ages, and we were

privileged to have ser¬ 
vicemen from the 
British and US Forces 
alongside us. 

“They were truly 
inspiring. We didn’t 
dare complain because 
where we were riding 
seven hours, they might 
be doing 10 hours!” 

Carrie and Lucy’s 
marathon began on June 
5 when they met other 
riders in Portsmouth and 
cycled to the overnight 
ferry bound for Le 
Harvre. 

Over the next five 
days, the riders travelled 
from Ste Mere Eglise all 
the way to Paris, cross¬ 
ing Pegasus Bridge, and 
visiting Caen, Falaise, 
the Mace, Lisieux, and 
Evreux on the way. 

Some time was also 
set aside for remem¬ 
brance of those killed in

conflicts. 

Carrie explained: “It 
was quite a challenge 
because it was windy 
and hilly, but Lucy and I 
had prepared well. 

“We had trained hard, 
sometimes doing three 
days of 50 miles back to 
back, and individual 
rides of up to 72 miles. 

“It meant that we 
were able to complete 
the ride respectably.” 

Carrie and Lucy, 
whose son is in the 
Army, arrived in Paris 
on Friday afternoon, 
June 10. 

Most of their 
fundraising has been 
done in the Vale. 

Carrie said: “On the 
final day we were able 
to ride to the Arc de 
Triomphe and down 
Champs Elysees to the 
Eiffel Tower. 

“I have raised around 
£3,500 and Lucy has 
raised about £4,500, so 
with more money com¬ 
ing in we have topped 
£ 8 , 000 .” 

Two years ago, Carrie 
was featured in The 
GEM when she cycled 
from Cowbridge to 
Coventry, her home 
town, to help fund a 
pre-school nursery gar¬ 
den and equipment in 
Colwinston. 


JOIN RHYS FOR ‘MEN 
ON THE RUN’ EVENT 


MEN in the Vale are being 
invited to join former Wales 
rugby international, Rhys 
Williams, on a charity run in 
his home town at 10am on 
Sunday, July 3. 

The ‘Men on the Run in Cowbridge’ 
event is being held at the town’s rugby 
club and is dedicated ‘In memory of 
Jeff Wadham, Neil Trehearne and the 
many friends we have lost in this 
town...' 

Rhys Williams has strong connec¬ 
tions with the town, having attended 
Ysgol Iolo Morganwg, and then on to 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School. 

He played his first ever senior rugby 
match for Cowbridge RFC, a club 
where his father is a former captain. 

Rhys went on to get 44 caps for 
Wales, and was a part of the 2005 
Grand Slam team. 


It is only the third such event in 
Wales and England - the previous two 
‘Men on the Run’ days have been in 
Gloucester and Worcestershire. 

The chairman of the local Cancer 
Research UK committee, Anne Birt, 
explained: “We were keen to do the 
event in memory of great characters 
and friends that we have lost locally, 
and hope that it might be the first of a 
number of events.

Man 
jailed 
after 
series of 
thefts

A VALE man who 
was involved in a 
series of offences 
including shoplift¬ 
ing and stealing 
park railings, has 
been jailed for a 
total of one year at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Leighton Drew, 19, of 
Barry was told by Judge 
Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones: “The realistic 
position is that the only 
sentence I can impose is 
custody. 

He was committed to 
the crown court for sen¬ 
tence by Vale magis¬ 
trates after being con¬ 
victed of shoplifting and 
theft. 

He was also in breach 
of a community order 
for a drugs offence and 
of a suspended sentence 
for burglary. 

Drew also admitted 
absconding when on 
bail. 

Prosecutor Carys 
Williams said that on 
March 23, he stole a bot¬ 
tle of vodka from an 
Iceland store in Barry. 

He was arrested two 
days later, admitted the 
theft and also said he 
had stolen cosmetics. 

The court was told 
that when on bail, he 
stole a number of metal 
fence panels with anoth¬ 
er man and was spotted 
carrying them in the 
Westbury Close area. 

Ms Williams said that 
last October he was 
given a suspended sen¬ 
tence for burgling a 
house in Barry with 
another and taking a 
£600 television after “an 
untidy search”. 

At the time the occu¬ 
pants had left for work. 
Drew’s counsel, 

Laurence Jones, said: 

“He realises his position. 
He has been making 
progress in respect of a 
community order which 
also involved a curfew. 

“He committed the 
theft because he had no 
money on which to live. 

“In November, he is 
due to become a father, 
which will help re-focus 
his life. He is deter¬ 
mined to turn over a new 
leaf.”

The family trust tried 
to sell the castle in the 
1950s, but without suc¬ 
cess and so decided to 
sell off everything, 
including wood pan¬ 
elling, doors,and 
pipework. 

It was then demol¬ 
ished and the remains 


stand as we see it today. 
A sad end to a once- 
magnificent building

Barry’s £9 million 
regeneration cash 


A GEM story (pub¬ 
lished on May 26) 
detailed plans to 
spend £300,000 on 
project managers 
and feasibility stud¬ 
ies on schemes con¬ 
nected with Barry 
regeneration. 

These schemes includ¬ 
ed £100,000 towards a 
replacement footbridge 
at Barry Island Station, 
work in the Innovation 
Quarter and others. 

Unfortunately, the 
article assumed that this 
£300,000 would be taken 
from the £9 million grant 
given to Barry in 2010 by 
the Welsh Government 
after its decision to des¬ 
ignate the town a ‘regen¬ 
eration area ’. 

The GEM has been 
asked to make clear that 
the £300,000 is, in fact, 
an allocation from the 
Vale Council’s capital 
programme 2011/12, a 
sum approved by council 


in February 2011. 

David Williams, the 
principal regeneration 
officer for the Vale 
Council, explained: “The 
allocation is primarily 
used for feasibility, 
design and project man¬ 
agement work, which 
levers in capital funding 
from external funding 
streams for the imple¬ 
mentation of schemes. ”

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A FAIR DEAL HERE IN 

WALES SHOULD START 
WITH FAIR FUNDING 


T HIS week the First 
Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM, made a 
statement to the Assembly 
on the Welsh Government's 
position on the financial 
reforms that we are calling 
for from the UK Coalition 
Government. 

Last year, the Assembly unani¬ 
mously supported a motion back¬ 
ing the recommendations of the 
Holtham Commission, which 
undertook a very thorough review 
of Welsh funding arrangements. 

The Commission provided 
clear evidence that we are under¬ 
funded by around £300 mi llion 
per year and the current system 
needs reform. 

A debate in the House of Lords 
last week, initiated by Lord 
Barnett himself, took up the call 
for reform, with Members from 
Wales asking the Government to 
change the formula to meet our 
needs, to address the unfairness 
that has resulted in this shortfall 
so clearly identified by Professor 
Gerry Holtham and his team. 

The Welsh Government is open 
to a constructive dialogue with 
the UK Government, and the 
First Minister will shortly be 
meeting the Chancellor to discuss 
these matters and I will be meet¬ 
ing the Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury. The UK Government 
has made a commitment to come 
forward with proposals and we 
look forward to discussing these. 

Our priorities are to make 
progress on fair funding and to 
gain borrowing powers to fund

capital investment, as was made 
clear in the First Minister’s state¬ 
ment and in a debate in the 
Chamber on Wednesday. 

It is vital that we put our eco¬ 
nomic recovery at the forefront 
and we need borrowing powers to 
help support this, to support con¬ 
struction and an effective public 
services infrastructure. 

This is imperative as we grap¬ 
ple with the Welsh budget for 
capital expenditure being cut by 
41 per cent over the next four 
years. 

A fair deal for Wales should 
have included the reversal of the 
proposal to close the Barry 
Magistrates Court. Last week, it 
was announced that the High 
Court had rejected the legal chal¬ 
lenge from the Vale Council over 
the closure of the court, which 
was announced a few months 
after the general election by the 
Justice Secretary, Ken Clarke, 
despite recent investment in the 


modernisation of the court by the 
previous Government and a 
recent reprieve from closure by 
Harriet Harman MP. More than 
1,000 people signed the petition 
against the closure and a convinc¬ 
ing case was made by the Chair 
of the Bench, Dave Taylor JP, 
myself, the Vale Council, our MP 
and Atal y Fro, supporting vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse. 

In response to the announce¬ 
ment last week that the challenge 
to the closure plans was rejected I 
said that this was a huge disap¬ 
pointment which the UK 
Government would regret. 

The loss of local justice in 
Barry, the largest town in Wales, 
is devastating. The court serves 
the whole of the Vale and was 
acknowledged to be highly effec¬ 
tive. 

The quick fix, short-term sav¬ 
ings that may be made from the 
disposal of the court will soon be 
lost and justice will not be done 
in the Vale, which will have pro¬ 
found and costly effects. 

I have been encouraged, how¬ 
ever, by the enthusiasm and com¬ 
mitment of our new Housing and 
Regeneration Minister, Huw 
Lewis AM, whom I met twice 
last week to discuss the needs of 
Barry prior to his first meeting of 
the Barry Regeneration Board on 
Friday. 

I hope and trust that this will 
help us to secure ‘a fair deal for 
Barry ’ as we seek to maximise all 
opportunities for investment in 
the economic, social and environ¬ 
mental regeneration of the largest 
town in Wales to benefit our fami¬ 
lies, communities and businesses.

Teachers day of action

THE major teaching 
union said it is expecting 
a strong response by 
teachers in south Wales 
to a day of action next 
Thursday, June 30. 

Strike action is expect¬ 
ed to take place across 
Wales and England, and 
Mr David Evans the 
National Union of 
Teachers Wales’ secre¬ 
tary told The GEM that 
he believed that would 
include teachers in the 
Vale and Bridgend areas.

A 
high percentage of teach¬ 
ers were in favour in the 
ballot - 92 per cent 


across Wales and 
England. 

“The feedback that we

Mr Evans insisted: 
“This government is 
attacking teachers’ pen¬ 
sions. The only proposals 
mean paying more, work¬ 
ing longer and receiving 
less. The current scheme 
is affordable and we 
don’t think that has 
changed. ” 

He pointed out that as 
recently as 2006-7, 
teachers had made addi¬ 
tional contributions. 


The Vale Council said 
its schools which had 
members in the NUT or 
in the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers 
could be affected. 

A spokeswoman 
explained: “Those 

schools will advise par¬ 
ents if they are going to 
be open or not - the 
council will put this 
information on its web¬ 
site as and when details 
are confirmed. 

“The council will also 
update its web pages on 
a regular basis on June 
30 as new information 
comes in. ”

houses. There will also 
be improvements to the 
local highways network, 
and better connections 
for public transport, 
cycling and pedestri¬ 
ans.” 

Andy Richardson, 
Valad’s head of UK 
Development, said: 
“This imaginative pro¬ 
posal will regenerate 
and transform a largely 
derelict site and bring 
many new jobs to the 
local area, t will provide 
the additional shopping 
that is needed locally, as 
well as new entertain¬ 
ment and leisure facili¬ 
ties. 

“Rhondda Cynon Taf 
County Borough 
Council wants to give 
this growing area a new 
heart and focus. Its 
Local Development 
Plan provides the 
framework for a new 
town centre develop¬ 
ment that will help to 
achieve these objec¬ 
tives.” 

He continued: 
“Currently, this area 
does not receive the 
economic benefit from 
local shoppers because 
they choose to shop fur¬ 
ther afield.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Reminder of the 
sacrifices armed 
forces do make 
for our freedom 


L AST week I was hum¬ 
bled to hear first-hand, 
members of the Royal 
British Legion recounting 
details of their time served 
with the armed forces. 

It was one of the most moving 
experiences to hear how they fought 
in Japan and Malaya, lost comrades 
and also had to battle against malaria 
and other sicknesses. 

The event was a Poppy party that I 
held in support of the 90th anniver¬ 
sary of the Royal British Legion, and 
to mark the significance of Armed 
Forces Day this week. 

I was keen to support the nation¬ 
wide celebrations of The Legion, 
which continues to help support mil¬ 
lions of beneficiaries - men and 
women who serve and have served 
their country at home and abroad, 
many at enormous personal cost to 
themselves and their families. 

The event was kindly hosted by 
Barry Comprehensive School and 
pupils from year-7 welcomed Royal 
British Legion members of the Barry 
branch, Sgt Llewellyn from the 2nd 
Battalion The Royal Welsh and local 
residents to the coffee morning. 

The coffee morning also coincided 
with last week’s vote in the 
Commons, where it was agreed to 
enshrine the Military Covenant in law 
for the first time. 

This is the agreement between the 
community, government and Armed 
Forces to treat them fairly, to value 
and respect them as individuals, and 
to sustain and reward them and their 
families. 


The new law has been passed to 
the Lords for approval and is some¬ 
thing the Royal British Legion has 
been calling for, for some time. 

The government signed in a Tri- 
Service Armed Forces Covenant for 
the first time, which sets out the rela¬ 
tionship and obligations between the 
Armed Forces Community, the 
Government and the nation with the 
principles of the Covenant enshrined 
in law. 

The commitment is a statement of 
obligation and enshrines in law a 
right for serving personnel to ensure 
adequate training, with the necessary 
equipment and that serving personnel 
benefit from housing rights, enhanced 
medical support, transport privileges, 
council tax discounts, amongst many 
other needs. 

This Saturday is Armed Forces 
Day, which provides an opportunity 
to do two things: 

Firstly, to raise public awareness of 
the contribution made to our country 
by those who serve and have served 
in Her Majesty’s Armed Forces. 

Secondly, it gives us all an oppor¬ 
tunity to show our support for the 
men and women who make up the 
Armed Forces community: from cur¬ 
rently serving troops to Service fami¬ 
lies and from veterans to cadets. 

I will be holding a second Poppy 
Party, this time at the Lesser Hall in 
Cowbridge at 10.30am on Friday 
June 24 - all are welcome to come 
along and support our Armed Forces 
community. 

We need to champion their inter¬ 
ests not only on Remembrance 
Sunday and Armed Forces Day but 
all year round.

land, to lunar desert and 
arctic terrain. 

Kilimanjaro is the 
tallest freestanding 
mountain in the world 
and due to the extreme 
conditions, only 45 per 
cent of all trekkers suc¬ 
ceed in making it to the 
summit at 5,895 metres. 

Julia told me the first 
three days were a pleas¬ 
ure, however, after that 
with the danger of alti¬ 
tude sickness and the 
900 metre of gradient 
between 60-80 per cent 
climbing over shale and 
rock, it turned into a 
killer challenge. 

The final push to the 
summit started at 
11.30pm walking 
through the night, so as 
to arrive at the summit 
at dawn. 


Progress was very 
slow but they could not 
stop too often at this 
height as the tempera¬ 
ture was below zero. 

Everyone learned the 
local phrase “ pula, 
pula,” meaning “slowly, 
slowly”. 

The final phase to 
the summit and the 
return to camp took an 
agonising 14 hours. 

Julia’s expenses for 
the challenge was 
financed by her father. 

All funds raised will 
go to Velindre Hospital, 
Cardiff. 

Julia said: “A big 
thank you to the gentle¬ 
men who sent the £50 
cheque, and to every¬ 
one for their support.”

host of memorable characters! 


T HIS photo¬ 
graph of the 
wedding of Iris 
Madgwick and 
Probert Ewart 
James in 1934, was 
taken outside No 1 
Maes y Bryn, 
Colwinston, and 
includes some 
notable local person¬ 
alities. 

Iris was secretary to a 
solicitor in Bridgend; 
Ewart an accountant in a 
Port Talbot builders’ 
merchants. He lived in 
Cwmavon, 

In the back row (far 
left) was Lewis Davies, 
the son of master grocer 
Ben Davies. The shop 
was at the post office in 
Nolton Street, Bridgend. 
Ben Davies of ‘Llanelly’ 
died in 1903. 

He delivered groceries 
to farms for 10 miles 
around Bridgend, using 
a pony and trap. 

Second left at the 
back was David Jen ki ns 
of Treharris, whose 
father sank the colliery 
in Treharris 1878; the 
third on the left was Mr 
Richard Selby, managing 
director of Wenvoe 
Quarries, who built the 
pleasure park at Barry 
Island for Billy Butlin. 
Dick was the husband of 
Madame May Selby of 
the Handel School of 
Music, 106 Nolton 
Street. 

Lourth left on the 



back row was Charles 
Madgwick, a Lrench 
horn player with the 
Welsh Guards. He was 
trained at Kneller Hall - 
he gave a vigorous musi¬ 
cal training to his daugh¬ 
ters - Bella, May 
(Selby) and Iris (the 
bride). 

In the second row 
(from the right with a 
button-hole) is Mr 
William Langton, who 
was an expert tanner in 
Brackla Street Tannery, 
Bridgend. 

His father Edward 
Langton was an expert 
moulding artist, who 
decorated the ceiling in 


Cyfartha Castle, fol¬ 
lowed by the bishop’s 
residence Golden Grove 
in Llandeilo. He was 
then asked to decorate 
Southemdown Castle (a 
fortified mansion). 

May and Isabella used 
to entertain and sing, 
and accompanied the 
silent films in Brackla 
Cinema. 

In front of Bill 
Langton (seated) is Mrs 
Watts of Brackla Street - 
one of the kindest ladies 
in Bridgend, her family 
graves are in Merthyr 
Mawr. 

Next to Mrs Watts (in 
white) is Isabella Jenkins 


(nee Davies). She 
became an expert sopra¬ 
no singer. 

In the middle line, 
third from the left in a 
white dress and hat, is 
Madame May Selby of 
the Handel School of 
Music. She taught for 68 
years! 

May was the wife of 
Dick Selby, who stands 
behind her left shoulder. 

On the front row left 
is Elizabeth 
Madg wick/D avies/ nee 
Langton, sister to 
William Langton. 

Edward Langton, their 
father lived in Coity by 
the castle and for a bet 


he painted the heads of 
the apostles on the local 
pub wall. He was mar¬ 
ried in 1860 to Salica 
Owen in Coity Church. 

Next to ‘Granny 
Madgwick’ is Desmond 
Jenkins, son of Isabella 
and David, who became 
the president of the 
English-speaking Union, 
Herts. 

Dick Selby lived in 
Quarella Road, with 
Ruby Selby his sister. 
His final resting place is 
not yet known although 
an extensive search is 
still going on .

I T isn’t easy being 
green. Just look¬ 
ing at the way 
that the Incredible 
Hulk has been 
received both criti¬ 
cally and commer¬ 
cially in his two cine¬ 
matic outings shows 
that, but another 
comic book hero is 
attempting to make 
his mark this sum¬ 
mer with Green 
Lantern. 

Ryan Reynolds plays 
Hal Jordan, a fighter 
pilot whose encounter 
with an alien named 
Abin Sur (Temuera 
Morrison) grants him a 
ring that makes him a 
member of the Green 
Lanterns, an interstellar 
group who police the 
universe. 

However, Jordan and 
the Lanterns will be test¬ 
ed by both Hector 
Hammond (Peter 
Sarsgaard) and the alien 
Parallax, who intend on 
wreaking havoc that will 
affect not just our world 
but the entire galaxy... 

Superhero films tend 
to rely on reality to be 
successful. The best of 
the genre (The Dark 
Knight, X-Men 2, 
Spiderman 2) may take 
the odd flight of fancy 
here and there, but their 
grounding in fa mili ar 
concerns mark them out, 
w hi le those that are less 
realistic often flounder 
(Batman and Robin, 
anyone?) 

Given that the crux of 
Green Lantern requires 
suspension of disbelief, 


coupled with a character 
not known for having 
entered mainstream con¬ 
sciousness, it could easi¬ 
ly have been a gigantic 
failure; however, despite 
the scathing reviews 
elsewhere, it makes for 
an enjoyable if slightly 
rushed film, whose main 
flaw comes from the 
poor screenplay. 

The choices of both 
director and cast bear 
fruit. 

Ryan Reynolds 
exudes both charm and 
cockiness that makes 
him an entertaining 
actor, and he parlays this 
into the character of 
Jordan, who finds him¬ 
self discovering that the 
universe is protected by 
a huge number of 
species from across the 
galaxy. 

Reynolds plays both 
the fish out of water and 
the hero well and his 
performance strikes the 
right notes, even if the 
turn relies on Reynolds’ 
stock ability rather than 
pushing him. 

Opposite him, Blake 
Lively makes for a 
pleasing foil as his fly¬ 
ing partner and love 
interest, even if she isn’t 
given much of a charac¬ 
ter by the script, a situa¬ 
tion that Peter Sarsgaard 
also finds himself in as 
Hammond, a villain 
seemingly in search of a 
valid motive. 

While director Martin 
Campbell may have suc¬ 
cessfully rebooted the 
James Bond franchise 
twice, as well as return¬ 
ing Zorro to the big

screen, he is on less 
steady ground here. 

Certainly, he achieves 
the aim of shooting the 
film with a comic book 
colour scheme that com¬ 
plements the source 
material, but very rarely 
are there moments of 
real excitement. 

Instead the action set 
pieces either rely on 
some poorly rendered 
computer effects or sail 
a little too close to 
already familiar ones - a 
helicopter crash reminis¬ 
cent of the Green 
Goblin’s attack in 
Spiderman a case in 
point. 

But the main letdown 
here is a script that bears 
the names of four people 
but feels like it was writ¬ 
ten by 40. It is the 


rushed feel that impacts 
the most, leaving Lively 
and Sarsgaard searching 
for something to hang 
their performances on, 
while it tries to cover so 
much that even at 105 
minutes it feels like it 
glosses over certain ele¬ 
ments. 

It also fails to sketch 
compelling bad guys - 
after all, heroes are only 
as good as their villains 
- with the CGI Parallax 
reminiscent of the simi¬ 
larly poorly executed 
Galactus from the 
Fantastic Four sequel, 
and as such renders what 
could have been an 
extraordinary superhero 
a lot more ordinary. 

It’s a shame that there 
wasn’t more attention 
paid to the screenplay, as 
the other ingredients all 
work well if not 
superbly; however 
Green Lantern still 
makes for an enjoyable 
viewing experience, if 
not one that will live 
long in the memory. 

VERDICT: An enter¬ 
taining superhero film 
that is let down by a 
weak screenplay and the 
spectacle that should be 
compulsory, Green 
Lantern hits the right 
notes but not loudly 
enough. Decent turns 
from the cast liven pro¬ 
ceedings and make the 
film a pleasing experi¬ 
ence - but that’s all. 
Enjoyable.

The town end of 
Nolton Street does feel 
as if it is part of the 
town, with a bank, 
several opticians, a 
gift shop, coffee shop, 
and some smart bou¬ 
tiques.

Ewenny Road does, 
of course, stretch out 
all the way to Ewenny 
itself, where there are 
a number of thriving 
businesses, including 
a pine furniture shop, 
an expanding garden 
centre, hair salon, 
nursery and dress 
shop, as well as the 
two potteries for 
which the village is so 
well known. 

There is more busi¬ 
ness activity just 
around the corner on 
the road to Ogmore, 
where a country craft 
and antique centre is 
now established. 

Returning to the 
Nolton Street area, 
another change is 
planned, because 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) received per¬ 
mission from the 
Welsh Government 
some time ago to 
introduce a one-way 
system along Nolton 
Street. 

This will mean that 
the only entrance into 
Nolton Street will be 
at the Cowbridge 
Road junction. The 
one-way system, when 
implemented, will 
make it easier for 
parking spaces to be 
created, and it will 
also make it easier for 
delivery vans to 
unload. 

At the Brackla 
Street end of Nolton 
Street, traffic will no 
longer sweep right 
towards Tremains 
Road. 

Instead, all traffic 
will head left down 
the Rhiw, and exit the 
town centre across 
Water Street Bridge. 
The junction will be 
improved to make 
this left sweep easier. 

When the plan was 
announced, traders 
were pleased that it 
would make access to 
Nolton Street easier, 
and there was general 
agreement that it 
could only be good 
for trade. 

When it conies to 
retailing, Bridgend has 
always been more than 
just a town centre and 
some superstores, and 
approaching the town 
from Ewenny only 
goes to emphasise 
this!

THE latest Honda Civic, 
which has a 1.8 engine, recent¬ 
ly managed to achieve near 
diesel-like economy from a 
petrol engine car. 

Driving for maximum economy 
over more than 100 miles, the Civic 
1.8 Si returned 52.5 to the gallon 
according to the car’s onboard com¬ 
puter - a 24 per cent margin of 
improvement over the official aver¬ 
age mpg for the car. 

The run was carried out in atro¬ 
cious driving conditions with temper¬ 
atures below zero. 

Honda claims the i-VTEC engine 
used in the Civic will return 42.2mpg 
on average, which in this day and age 
is about the norm for 1.8-litre hatch¬ 
es. 

A Honda spokesman said: “While 
a 2.2-litre diesel Civic in similar trim 
is rated at 53.3mpg, you have to fac¬ 
tor in the difference in fuel costs of 
around 20p per gallon, and the initial 
outlay of £19,395 for the car - some 
£1,500 more than the petrol version. 

“Unless you are going to keep the 
car for a long time or clock up serious 
mileage, a petrol version has the edge 
when it comes to running costs of 
about 2p per mile”. 

The route was from Shropshire to 
Worcester - via Abergavenny - and is 
a tried and tested economy run, 
crossing the Brecon Beacons, head¬ 
ing south and then a long uphill haul 
for the return journey. 

It has been used in MPG 
Marathons and is an acknowledged 
test of both car and driver. 


The spokesman added: “Although 
we had the air conditioning off, the 
heater was high because of the wintry 
weather - and conditions meant we 
were driving on headlamps which is 
another energy drain. 

“The key to getting the best mpg 
out of any car is a smooth driving 
style and changing gear at the right 
moment, something which is easy on 
the Civic - thanks to a gear shift indi¬ 
cator flanking the digital speedo on 
the Civic's high tech dashboard advis¬ 
ing when to change up or down. 

“There is also an Eco gauge - six 
green dots which illuminate accord¬ 
ing to how efficiently the car is being 
driven. 

“For much of our journey, we man¬ 
aged to keep four dots glowing and 
while cruising on a light throttle, all 
six would be showing. 

“Around town it was unusual even 
for one dot to be illuminated - show¬ 
ing how much extra fuel is used at 
slow speeds in traffic. 

From a performance point of view 
the Civic Si is no slouch with a 0 to 
60 time of under nine seconds and a 
claimed top speed of 127mph. 

Although we did sacrifice some of 
its sporty credentials for the sake of 
economy, this was very much a ‘real 
world’ drive.

West Wales XI show 
their skill on sand! 


IT poured with rain on Friday 
night and torrential showers 
hit Cowbridge on Saturday 
morning. 

When the opposition in the form of 
Gowerton B was rung for the cancella¬ 
tion to be confirmed, the West Wales 
side was told that the weather was 
much better in Swansea, and, as the 
pitch was laid on the free draining sand 
that once comprised the dunes of 
Mumbles Bay, the match would go 
ahead despite the lack of covers. 

The pitch proved to be a thin layer 
of soft soil on sand, totally lacking in 
bounce, and with many balls scarcely 
rising above ankle height. 

The game started 30 minutes late 
and was limited to 40 overs each way 
because both sides had serious prob¬ 
lems with traffic jams. 

Cowbridge fortunately won the toss 
as their two opening bowlers were still 
en route, and elected to bat, opening 
with one of the several father and son 
combinations in the team this year. 

Nick Rowland and son Liam at once 
laid into the Gowerton bowling, reach¬ 
ing 144 for the first wicket including 
several sixes. 

Nick eventually made 76 and Liam 
82 which, when Sean Rowland’s 
unbeaten 14 were added, totalled 172 
from one family, probably a record for 
the team. 

Other contributions were limited, 
but there were some nice strokes from 
Rian Thomas and Dan Evans, parted 
from Evans senior on this occasion, 
and Cowbridge finished on 255 for 7. 

Rafi Sharzad and Sadr Zamad 
opened the bowling for Cowbridge, 


and their respective figures of 2 wick¬ 
ets for 14, and 3 for 17 off their first 6 
overs meant the game was almost won 
with Gowerton then looking for 220 
from 28 overs. 

At this point Gowerton correctly 
invoked ECB guidance on bowling for 
under-15s and, despite both bowlers 
being well within their limits, they 
were taken off. 

They were replaced by Sean 
Rowland and Cai Owen, who was sup¬ 
ported by such alert wicket keeping 
from father Richard that the Gowerton 
batsmen were unable to risk their 
crease and Cai’s beautifully flighted 
and turning deliveries earned him 3 
wickets for 14 runs. 

He is particularly to be commended 
for not losing his nerve when attacked 
by the Gowerton captain in his first 
over and then giving the ideal riposte 
in his second and third. 

Sean bowled well but was justifi¬ 
ably no balled through no fault of his 
own when over enthusiasm from a 
fielder encouraging him during his run 
up was considered to be distracting the 
batsman, a warning to others who want 
cricket to be as talkative as other less 
serious sports! 

There was some good fielding with 
newcomer Jo Russell taking a fine 
catch and even the captain redeeming 
his golden duck by catching 
Gowerton’s highest scorer off Rian 
Thomas’ bowling. 

It was an enjoyable game despite the 
one sided nature and not only earned 
Cowbridge maximum points, but pro¬ 
vided useful lessons and experience.
